VA Proclamation concerning the viewing and 
diſtinguiſhing of Tobaccoin England and Ireland, the 


Dominion of V Vales, and Towne of Barwicke, 


D hercas diners good and neceſſarie pꝛouiſions haue beene heretofoꝛe made, 

alwell oy Act of Parliament, as other wile, foꝛ the well garbling of Spices 
47. and Dꝛugges, to the intent the Subiects of this Our Realme ſhould not 
e vee occaſioned to vle any vuwhollome Spices oz Dꝛugges, to the impay- 
„ring ofthcir health . oz to buy the bad inſtead of the good, to the impairing 
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ofthcirſubſtance. And foꝛ as muchas the Dꝛugge called Tobacco, being ot 
late peeres growue frequent in this Our Realme # other Our Dominions, 
is daily (old vngarbled, whereby mo2e inconuenience groweth and ariſeth 
l to our loutng Subietts, then by any other Dꝛugge whatloeuer. And koz 

that allo by the manic and ſundꝛie abules pꝛactiled and comnutted by Mer- 

— chants, Maſters of Ships and others, in concealing and vttering the ſaid 
Tobacco without paying any Jmpoſt oz Cuſtome foꝛ the ſame , great loſſe and dammage accructh to 
Us, notwithſtanding any Lawes, Statutes o2 other courſe heretofoze taken foz pꝛeuenting thereof: 
Fo2remedie of all Which Jnconuemences, Wee, by our Letters Patents vader our great Scale of 
England, bearing Date, at Weſtmynſter the fine and twentieth day of May now laſt paſt, did pꝛohibite 
and foꝛbid, That no perſon 02 perſons ſhould at any time after the day ofthe Date of dur ſaid Letters 
patents within Our Realive of England, the Dominion of Wales, and Poꝛt and Towne of2Barwicke, 
02 anyofthem ; oꝛ within Our Realme of Jrcland, o: any part ofthem o2any of them, by Himſclfe oꝛ 
themſelues, oꝛ his oꝛ their ſeruants oꝛ factours, 02 any others, directly 02 indirectly ſell oꝛ put to ſale; oz 
attempt, pꝛeſume oꝛ goe about any manner of way to ſell oꝛ put to ſale, either in groſſe oꝛ by retaile, any 
To acco, ot what ſoꝛt, kind oꝛ growth ſoruer, befoꝛe the Cuſtome and Jmpoſt thereok due, were paid; 
and the ſame Tobacco were viewed, diſtinguiſhed and lealed by the Officer oꝛ Officers of Us, Our 
Heires and Sucteſſours, in that behalte to be tonſtituted and appointed; Foz Whole labour, trauell, 
charges and expentes in that behalte to be ſuſtained and taken in the execution of the laid Office: wee 
did by theſaid Letters Patents, couſtitute and appoint, That they would and might from time to 
time, demand, take and recetue to their owne vle, of euery perſon and perſons whoſe Tobacco they 
(hould ſo garble, viewe and ſeale the ſumme offourc pence vf currant Engliſh money,foz euery pound 
weight thereof ſo viewed and ſealed, 

And Wee did alfo by Pur laid Letters Patents (foz the conſiderations therein mentioned) gine 
and grant the ſaid Office, with the powers, fees and authoꝛities befoze mentioned to Pur welbeloued 
Subiects, Francis Nichols, laſper Leake and Philip Eden, Gen?:*men, to be executed by them 02 their De⸗ 
puties oꝛ Aſſignes foꝛ thirtic and one peeres next enſuing the Date oftheſatd Letters Patents, 

And wee did further by Our laid Letters, foꝛ Us, Dur Heires and Sucteſſours, giue and grant 
bnto the laid Francis Nichols, laſper Leake and L hilip Eden, and their Allignes, aul to all and cuery per- 
ſon and perlons, which by them o2 any of them, by Wziting vnder their oꝛ any of their hands and 
Scales, ſhould bee in that behalte deputed and aſſigned, fullpower and authozitie during the terme 
afoꝛeſaide, aſwell to bee pꝛeſent and to haue plate in all manner of Cuſtome-houſes , Pozts, Bauens, 
Creeks and places of lading oꝛ vnlading of any manner of Goods, Wares oꝛ Merchandtzes, into 02 
out of the ſaid Realmes and Donunions : As allo to be pꝛelent with alland enery the Cuftomers,Col- 
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letters, Searchers, Surneyers,waiters,andother Officers and Miniſters hauing tharge foꝛ o2 ton. 
terning the lading oꝛ vnlading of any Goods, wares oꝛ Merchandtzes, foꝛ their better executing of all 
and cuery thing and things thereby appointed and koꝛ their better recetuing andenioying of the benefit 
of Our laid Grant at all tunes and places, where the laid Officers and Miniſters oꝛ any of them, ſhould 
by reaſon of their laid ſeuerall Offices haue cauſe oꝛ octaſion to be: And alſo in all and euery place oꝛ pla- 
ces. aſwell in Ships arrined with Tobacco, and riding in any Poꝛt. Noade oz Riner, as on the Land, 
to make and appoint ſuch and ſo many watchmen, Waiters and Officers, and to pꝛouide and vle ſuch 
reaſonable waies oꝛders and meanes, as they the ſatd Francis Nichols, laſper Leake and Philip Eden, and 
their Alligues aud Deputies ſhould and might be iuſt and truely infozmed of all parcels and quanti- 
ties of Tobacco, as ſhould at any time oꝛ times during the ſaid Grant, be bꝛought into any Poꝛt oꝛ place, 
02 be planted oꝛ growing in auy place oꝛ plates of the laid Realmes and Donunions oꝛanp of them. 

And alſo that it ſhould and nught be lawfull to and foꝛ the ſaid Francis Nichols, Iaſper Leake, aud Philip 
den, and their Aſlignes, and their and cucry oft eir Deputies and Subſtitutes, at all and cuery ſime 
and tunes duruigthe terme akoꝛelaid, in lawkull and conuement maner, with a Conſtable oz other offt- 
cer ot the plate, alwell to goe on board, view, and ſuruayall Shippes, Ueſſcls,0225Sottmes, riding 02 
lying within any of the Poꝛts, Hauens, Creckesand plates of lading oꝛ vnlading, within Our laide 
Realinc of England, Domimon of Wales, Poꝛt o: Towne of Barwicke, oz Nealme of Jreland, 02 
any the members oꝛ places thercunto belonging, as to got into any Honſe. Celler, Vault, Warehoule, 
Shop, oꝛ other place within the ſaid Kealmes and Donnnion and Poꝛt, oz Lowne of Barwicke, 02 
any part of them, oꝛ any ofthem to ſearch and viewif there be any Tobacco vttered ſold oꝛ put toſale,oz 
offered to be ſold, oꝛ put to ſale befoꝛe the ſane be viewed, diſtinguiſhed, and ſcaled contrary to the true 
meamiug ok the ſaid Letters patents. 

And We did alſo by the ſaid Letters foꝛ Us, Our Heires and Ducceſſo2s, require, charge and Com⸗ 
maud all and ſingular Maioꝛs, Shiriffes, Juſtices ok Peace, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headboꝛoughes, 
Cuſtomers, Conptrollers, Searchers, Suruepoꝛzs, Walters, aud allother Officers, Miniſtets, and 
Subiects whatſotuer, of Us, Our Heires and Suctelloꝛs, aſwellof the ſaid Realme of England, Do 
muon of Walts, and Poꝛt and Towne of Barwicke, as ofthe ſaidRealme of Jreland , That they 
and cuery ofthem, ſhould from time to time during the continuance of that Our graunt,be aiding and 
aſſiſting to the ſard Francis Nichols, Iaſper Leake, and Philip Eden, and their Aſſignes, and to cuery of them, 
their and tuerpof their Deputie and Deputics, Subſtitute and Subſtitutes, in the dueErecutionofall 
and cuery the powers and authoꝛities expꝛeſſed in the laid Letters Patents, vpon paine of the diſplea- 
[ure of Us, Our Heires and Sucteſſoꝛs, and as they would anſwere the contrary at their perils, as by 
theſaid Letters Patents moꝛe at large appcareth. 

Wee now, to the intent Our will and pleaſurein the pzemiſſes may be the better knowne to all Our 
lvuing Subtects whom it may conterne, Doe hereby notiſie, publiſh and declare the ſame Our pleaſure, 
willing and commanding that all and euery the pꝛemiſſes, be from time to time in euery reſpect duely 
perfoꝛmed exetuted and obſerued attoꝛding to the true intent and meaningofthe ſame Our Letters 
Patents. Aud that no perſon oꝛ perſons doe attempt 02 pꝛeſume to violate o21nfringe Our Command 
hereby; 02 by Our ſaid Letters Patents declared oꝛ expꝛeſſed, vpon the paines and penalties thereim 
contained. And we docallo hereby Charge and Command, aſwellall and ſingular Merchants, and 
other perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, which (hall impoꝛt any Tobacco ot what ſoꝛt ſocuer, That they 
tauſe the lame to be duely entred in the Cuſtome houſe belonging to the Poꝛt oꝛ plate where it ſhall bee 
landed in the name oꝛ names onely of the true pꝛopꝛietoꝛ oꝛ owner, pꝛopꝛietoꝛs oꝛ owners thereof, and 
not in the name oꝛ nanies of any other perſon o2 perſons which is not the true owner thereof; As allo 
all Our Cuſtomers and other Officers whatloeuer, That they take ſpeciall care and regard to the 
due perfozmance ot the lame, as they tender Our plealure, and will auoide the contrary.
